duets realising from 850 :o $60. It in esti- 
mated that the number of junks un ‘these 
shores is about 6060. The writer main- 
tainn that u revenue frum navigation -ducs, 
fishing does and custom dues could’ be ‘ob- 
tained from the islands sufficient to pay the 
expense-of occupation and lpaye ‘a balance 
to the good of the Protectorate. A Com 
pany, with a monopoly of salt would, he 
thinks, make big profits out of the: indus- 
trips connected with the fishing.
